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one washers, twooftheotherof Druna | 

And it feemes Nature her felfe hath purpofely de- 
fign’d her Natives and the Country it felfe for Naviga- 
tion and Negotiation , Them,as | faid before by adextrous 
kind of propen/ity, the Counsgy, by apt po/ition ; For ma- 
ny mighty rivers = througt her Territories to 
difimboke themfelves intothe Ocean, they may bee 
(aid to pay ber eribute as well asto Neptune; which 
rivers ‘branching themfelves into large and bearing 
ftreames, doe fo fitly ferve one another, and all the 
whole,that it feemes dame Nature,in framing humane 
bodies did not difcover more providence in the diftri- 
bution of veines and arteries for the cafie conveyance 
of blond into each part, as fhe hath fhewd here in dif-| 
|perfing, and difpofing of thofe waters fo orderly for 

traficke: %Thefe Rivers bring her what the large con- 
tinent of Rhewsfiwn, and other Eafterne dominions 
ufe to affoord, and fhe lying betweene them and the} 
Sea, furniflieththem with all fores of far fetchd forren 
commodities ; Thus fhe makes a rare vertucof necef- 
firy, for having almoft nothing of her owne, yet She 
abounds with all things. : 

Farthermoreit is obferved that war, which ufeth to 
impo verif> others, ewricheth her, for navall prizes make 
up a good part of her wealth ; Bur while want and war 
makes her thus trot up and downe, it is queftiond, if 
her plants were rooted in lome felfe {ufficient foyle, whe- 
ther they would ftill conanuce {fo induftrious , or whe- 
ther they would fubfift as wellif they were fuffered | 
to reft in a fupine and perfect peace, as they have done 
hitherto in war ; peace leaving every one to arrend his 
particular pleafure ot profit, while the apprehenfions | 
of feareintime of watremakeall concur for the com-} 
mon fafety : And the long familiar habitude, they have| _ 
had of armesisfuch, thar they have as much certain- | 
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tic in their arc‘of War, as others have in theirs of peace. 

Touching thefe doubts I will not undertake their 
decifion, but leaveitto them, who have felcthe pulfe 
of their difpofitions longer then J. Thereis no part 
of the habicableearth, cogfidering the {mall circuit of 
territory Leoncia hath, where there is a greater number 
of martiall inftruments, for the O.7've cut his Ragged 
ftaffe out of one of thefe Groves, at firft, where there is 
alloa greater confluence of all forts of exoticke plants, 
and where one may find more differing rites, cuftomces 
and tempers of humors. They chat border upon Am- 
pelona are quicke, vivacious and approaching the con- 
verfable nature of their neighbours: They that /pring 
up in the middle part, which are theright Leoncians, 
fomewhat more flow, and retird. ‘The Itelians difcre- 
pant from both, refpeétledfe of gentry, of few words, 
for they barrel up commonly more-then they can 
broach, and {o may be faid tobe likeagreat bottle with 
a narrow necke, yet are they moft cunning and cit- 
cum{pect in negotiating, {pecially when they have bin 
tampering with the Vine or the bop, and are dabbled a 
little with their liquor, They are of a homely out-fide, 
and heavie in action, which heavineffe is recompenced 
with two notable advantages, ad-vifednefie and per/e- 
verance,mighty friends to great attempts ; And allthis 
may be imputed to the property of the foyleitfelfe,| 
which being all cwixt marfh and moorifh, hath fuch 
a qualifying force, that when plants of a more vivaci- 
ous temper come to ingraff amongft the Willowes and 
Ofers, their imps prefently partake rather of the na-|. 
ture of the foyle, then the ffocke, and fo doeall ani- 
mals elfe. . : 

Having thus travers d the diameter of mpelona, 
vificed Elatana, pafsid through Leoncia, and taken {uch 
a painefull furvay of Itelia, and her afoctated — ; 
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thould feemeinjurious to Drain to have faluted her fo 
‘|flightly; Therefore I will re-imbarke and ftcere my 
courfe thither againe, and then proceed in my maine

ent that fhe feemes as it wereto 
a} thruft away from ker all the 
jo] World befides,as being a /ab/han- 
Sa ]o] tive that can ftand by it felfe. 
* — This is fhee upon whom the

no fooner had the Roman Eagles beene there difplaid; 
butthe /fandard of the croffe appeard : The firft Empe- 
réur and King that ever marchd under that banner iffu- 
ing out of her bowels. This is fhe, who had three great 
Kings her Captives at once, who made one of herrey- 
all Okes carry away inttiumph Ampelonas Lillies upon 
his vi&torious branchés where they have growne and 
blofomd ever fince. The Imperiall Cedar fervd under 
her colours, quarteting his armes with hers, and recei- 
ving pay himfelfe; And in that Mlartiall Forrest of 
Ampelona, her exploits were fo admirable, that it hath 
Beerie queftiond; and that by no meane Critickes, _ 
:  F.____—ssther 
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thee her's there, or fometimes Rome's high feates of 
armes agairift the Hasnibalan Carthage were more dif- 
ficult and glorious. | | 

This is fhee that performd {uch coftly expeditions 
and Martiall pilgrimages to the upper world, and in 
her voyage thither (as a revenge for inhofpitality) con- 
querd the Citherean Ifle, and for her exemplary prowes 
was offered the Crowne of the olieSt of Citties, and 
more, then once the Imperiall diademe of the wefterne 
world ; Her Monarques living in that {ublimity and 
largeneffe of repute, that they weretaken to beethe 
common Arbiters of Soveraigne quarrells up and 
downe the world. In fine this is fhe who of late yeares 
ray{d the Willowss to fucha hcight from a company of 
Shrabbs, by preferving them from being crufhed by the 
ragged Staffe of that broad (preading Olive Elaianas King, 
whom fhe exhaufted and reduced to fuchan exigent, 
that by. publique Declaration he proclaimd himfelfe 
infolvent of thofe vaft fummes hee had taken upon 
credit; whereby :it was then fayd, Hee made more ill 
aces up anid Horvwne among/t the Banquicrs on the Exchanges, 
then ever that famous Painter Michael Angelo made good. 
This is fhewho cloathes not onely her owne natives 
and circumiacent neighbours, but the remoteft regions 
of the earth with her rich fleeces, wherethe innocent 
creatures that beare them in that exuberancy, being 
free from the affrightments of all {avage and rapacious 


_|animalls, feed fecurely upon the luxurious honyfuckled 


earth,which dame nature, by a moft exact diftribution 
(as if. fhe had wantonizd and plaiedthe Bawd with 
het felf¢) hath cut out into varieties of {portfull plaines, 
fertile valleyes, and delightfull hills, whofe bowells in 
fundry places are pregnant either with inexhauftible 
veines of moft ufefull, and well concocted mineralls, or 
neceflary fuell ; No Region abounds more with 

_ . : . Chafes, 
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Chafes, Parkes, Woods, Groves,and goodly Trees, and 
of all other, Druisa is beholden to Trees, for with their 
Boughs a good part of her preferved it felfe from the 
enemy by a notable ftratageme : Her lower region 
{warmes with all forts of fowle, her Rivers with fith, 
and her Seas with whole fhoales and mountaines of 


them, which her neighbours know too well. Thisis| 


fhe which for the benignity of the clime is called the 
female Paradife, and not without good Iudgement did 
that great Archflamin give her youth the attribute of 
Angels, {hee produceth fuch pure complexions. And 
the heavenly (bodies/it feemes) worke not here out- 
wardly onely, but they have an interne inclinatory 
operation upon the motions of the mind alfo in a dif- 
ferent manner‘from others, for her natives are not fo 
light dndairie, as her next tran{marin neighbours, nor fo 
affectedly grave and {low as others, nor fo dull and 


[heavy .as thofe of chat foyle, whence they were firft 


tranfplanted, but of a middle compofed temper, {ymbo- 


| fizing neareft wich them of “Bombycina ; And ic is well 
| kaowne, that the Dreinian hath bin evrey wherefo 


cryed up for an innated integrity, that before he min- 
gled with Forreners, and fo by (oalition with them 
grew more Mercuriall ; he was accounted the uprigheft 
dealer of any other uponearth, and tothis day hee re- 
taines much of his primitive elteeme, that in divers 
places abroad, his very word will councervailethe bond 
or pavone of another. me 


To conclude,this may be termd theland of fortune, | 


and a microcof{me of her felfe,which by the gentle in-

when to her three former Lions, there wasa_fowth 
added for her defence, which madeDruina verifiethat, 
which all former ages held fora Paradox, and take 
for the burthen of herfong (and hope there will be} 
never caufeto the contrary:) a 
Omne bonum nobis ex Aquilone venit. 
An ancient Forreft theis, for the pretends to fhew a 


continued uninterrupted fucceffion of above one hun- 
dred Kings. : 
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As at other times, fo {pecially this laft halfecentury | 


of yeares,fhe hath produced many ventrous and marti- 
all {pirics, who for their prowefle in the North eaft 
parts have purchas‘d a great efteeme. | 

A long time the royall Vine made ufe of her Trees as 
of matches to fet Drainaa fire, whenfoever the attcemp- 
ted any thing againft him, puzling her with unlucky 
diverfions, therefore the Vine referves to this day a row. 
of them about him for his fafety. This caus'd many 
of the Martiall Okes to make {undry fhrewd inrodes in- 
to Cardenia, fo far asto bring away her Kings Captive, 
and make fome of them breath : ee Jaft in bateaile, 
But now forthe greater glory of Druina, they are both 
ingrafted upon one flocke into onc body politicke, and 
receive mutuall benefit from each other, the one fappe, 
the other firength , For by this conjundion, I hope, 
Draina may reft {ecure, that the Lillies thall never here- 
after make ufe of the Thiffle again{t her Rofes; And 
fo flee may. prove (arduus “Benedittws unto her. 
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Owards the hilly corners of Druina 
| fal remaine yet her yery Aborigenes and ancient 
| * Indigenz,the firkt sur {ery of Plants, that fprow- 
|#ed out of her, fatally thruft amongft an Affembly of 
| mountaines, They long time wraftled and ftrenuoully 
|tug’d for their libertie, and that witha no lefle mag- 
| nanimous then conftant pertinacity, yea when they 
iwere reducd to a handfull, kem‘din betweenethofe 
hills, they did notable feates ; At laft being over fet 
| with multitudes (which hath beene the fortune of the 

braveft {pirits upon earth) they chofeto bowa little, 
rather then breake. Yet with this provifo, that the 
Princely {pray which fhould be their toppe Tree, fhould 
| bring forth from amongftthemfelves : So prevalent vs 
|the infliwét of nature, and energie of fancy they beare to 
their owne foyle. 

And very remarkableic is, chat after the revolution 
of above one thoufand yeares, and fo many turmoyles 
and changes of governments and mafters, (Druina ha- 
ving foure times yeelded to the fury of forren foree) the

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rout againe out of this ancient /focke,and that Drwina

Druinas Monarckes made voyages thither in their own 
perfons ; and many of the royall femme were fent to 
coverne, but alwayes one of her prime Elm:s,to whom 
[ read of toure generall f{ubmiflions that were made: 
but the conqueft could not bee confummated till of 
late yeares, which may be imputed to fome errors in 
the ‘courfe of civill and martial policy. : 

It was the practife of that felfe admiring miflreffe of 
the laft Monarchy, into all Countries where fhe rooke 
footing, with the lance co bring in her language, and 
lawes; This was not done here, but the Natives were 
lefe ftill incapable of Druinas lawes, which only exten- 
ded to her owne plantations: So that thelawof the 
‘Conqueror, did nicither proce their lifes, nor revenge 


their deaths, for ic was no felony to fell downe any of 


them, yea in time of peace: Nor in civill caufes could 
they implead or commence fute againft any of the 
‘ Druinians;or imbud, ingraffe, infoliat or inoculat upon any 


_loftthem unleffe he were formerly infranchizd by char- 


ter of denization ; fo that che meere Luranians were 


_ |reputed, out-lawes, enemies and Aliens in their owne| 


foyle, But this may be afcrib’d not fo much tothe 
policy of Druina,as to the great ones’that came thither 
from her to plait themfelves and pufh ona fortune, 
who diflwaded the communication of Druinas lawes 


to the natives,becaufe they might oppreffe,{poyle,rob, | 


peele, proyne, and grubbethem up at pleafure ; Inthefe 
unfettled times many of Druina, and of late yeares of 
Cardevia allo tooke firme rooting in the beft and fatref? 
foyles of Lurana, {fo thatthey are growne fince'to a no- 
table. beight; Amongft whom (now that I treat,o 


Trees).the (orke did thrive wonderfully, and no doubt } 
but by a fingular benediction from above, the dew of .

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beaven falling fo plentifully upon his endeavours, as 
-| appeares in all his branches, which hefees graftedupon 
noble/curcheons,and honourable /Bields ; fo that he may 
be calld che miracle of bis time, all things confidered. 
Another reafon that hindred a fetled peace, and pe- 
riod of this conqueft, was thofe valt proportions of 
lands which were diftributed among Druinas Adven- 
turers, which were fuch, thatthe whole Forref? was in 
a manner cantonizd amongft a very few in num- 
ber, of whom fome had regall rights, there being 
eight County Palatines at once where the royall writ 
could notrunne; They had alfo implicit Commiflion 
left to difcretion, and not tied to any regular forme of 


plantation , And thofe hugetraéts of ground they ler-|_ 


ded over begat wealth, wealth ufherd in pride, and pride 
tumulcuary costentions among{t themfelves’,- which 
gave the Luranians advantage to fith in thofetroubled 
waters for their liberty,and make often encroachments 
uponthem ; But had the Oke himfelfe gone to the Forre/?, 
the inferior Treesbad not foot up fobigh, = 
: Anotner miltake was, that the firft undertakers 
made. ill choice of the feates of their habitations, for 


the Natives into the Woods and places of taftneffe, 
wherice they made eruptions and retraicts at pleafure, 
and whereas Ce(ar fometimes {pake of the Seyrbians, 
Difficilius erat invenire, quam vincere ; 

Thefe were the over-fights in civill policy, now 
there were alfo fome in the conduct of the martiall af- 
faires ; firft, the {mall handfulls of Souldiers Drajna 
_ |fent, which came-cither unfeafonably, or ill accom- 
madated and payed. Then the cold purfute of the 
maing defigne, which like. fire newly. kindledunder 
\greene Wood, was;often madeto Hatha litle, and fo

adde to the Imperiall and triumphant glory of Driuina.

-|thefcales ofhis high and {pacious underftanding,hath 
fo rectified all obliquities, beginning firft with the 
vindication of wrongs done to the houfe of the Al- 
mighty; And fo regulated the exorbitant expences 
both civill and military, that the old arrearages under 
which that Crown had long grond being defrayed, he 
hath brought Luvana to cehald and maintaine her 
{elfe, and returne Drwine for her protection, fruicful- 
nefle, and reducement to civility,.a fetled cribute pro- 
portionable to her greatnefle and plenty ; Se bappie and 
ad vantagious itis, for a Prince to employ an able and idone- 
ous Miniter for the condult of bis fiate affares. Hehath 
woun'd up the ftrings of that Muficall inflrumens 
(which Lurasa gives for her creft) fo dextroufly, and 
tuned her Orphew-like (who. in times = by his me- 
lodious ftraines madetheevery Treesto followhim)+co 
fuch a key, chat fhe never gave a truer note; Andin- 
deed the right way was never hit upon, untill now , 
Druina's Majefty never {tood fo high atiptoe,nor fhind 
with a greater luftre.

| treafure, and left behind a maffe of Gold that furmoun-

‘Soule, he was rarely quicke and perf picacious, fo was 
hee inwardly Eagle-cyed, and perfectly verfd in the 
humours of his fubjeéts.

Nor long after the Vine, the mightic Olive his 
neighkour fell, who wich his Beades was fayd to pre-| 
ferve all his time his {pacious Dominions,as his Impe- 
riall Grandfire did by the Pike , and his Sire, that great 
Magus of his dayes,by the Pes ; who,for fome rare ver- 
cues that dweltia him, I carinot pretermit with —

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He was the greateft Conqueror of himfelfe , and 
King of his owne affections , that ever was ; being 
alwayes at home within himfelfe,in an admired equall 
temper of humors: No change at all was found in 
him at good orbad Events , or any fudden tumultu- 
arie Chance; whereof I will give a few notable in- 
ftances. 

After thac memorable great Battaile and Navall 
Expedition again{t Alcharona, (when all “Bombycina, 
with the adjacent Iflands, were at the ftake ) was 
wonne, the relation being brought him, what a glo- 
rious Victori¢ was got, and with what difficultie, and 
how long fhe fluttred upon the wings of doubrfull 
fuccefle,he was not furprizd a whit with any exulting 
motions of joy, oncly he fayd, That bz Brother, who 
was Generaliftims in the fer'vice, had centurd very farre : 


And it was the firft time that he ever daignd to ftile| 


him Brother, though they were of the fame Stock, but 
he a Branch of the wild Olive. Thefe were the moft 
important and gladfomft tidings that poflibly could 
be brought him, both concerning himfelfe and all the 
Welterne world,as the cafe then ftood. 

- For ill newes alfo, he was the fame : For, in that 
mightie Expedition again{t Druina, when the very 
Virgin newes was brought him of the moft difaftrous 
mifcarriage of his Fleet, that monftrous Sea-Giantefle, 
the hugel that ever {pread fayleupon fale watet, take 
Bulk and Building together ; when all the circumftan- 
ces were punctually related unto him, he was not 
mov'd a jot from himfelfe, but calmely fayd, He bad 
fent them to fight againff DRUINA, not againft the 
Deitie of Heaven.

that poflibly couldcome. This having beene an En-| 


terprife fo much ruminated. upon, fo moulded and 
matur'd by time, with infinite expence ; the Legalitie

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diction from the great Arch- Flamin,and pufld up with 
fuch a certicude and infallibilicie of hopes and pre- 
fumptions, that in Petropolis there. were Bonefires al- 
readic made, in joy of the Conquelt of Draina. Yet, 
atthe fayd jong expected relation, there appeared not 
in him the leaft alteration or refentment in the world, 
for the mifcarriage of this Mightie Action , and In- 
vincible Fleet, as fhe was tearm’d ; which provd, as 
one fayd, but a kind of Morrice-dance upon Druina’s 
Waves. | 

Another time, being fhut up a whole day in his Clo- 
fet, to difpatch fome’private inftructions for Leoncia, 
about the time of her firft revolt ; and bringing them 
forth fairely written, to be dryed, his then Secretarie 
_|(chat famous minifter of State ) being with the fud- 
dennefle of his comming furpriz’d , pour‘d the Ink- 
box all over the Writings, and fo defac'd them , that 
they were made alcogether illegible: This did not 
{a whit ftirre him, but calmely call’d for more Pa- 
per, to refcribe them , fhewing him the difference 
twixt the Ink-box and Sand-box, againft the next 
time. ~ 
- Thus in Eclipfes and Sunne-fhine, in Calme and 
Tempelts , at ill or fortunate Occurrences ; he was 
immoveably the fame; nor could any fudden inex- 
pected contingencie, were it of never fo great con- 
fequence, diltract, much-lefle divorce him from 
himlelfe. | -

The manners of the minde often follow the tem- 
per of thefe humors, therefore in this Prince it feemcs, 
there were the fedom{t and weakeft ftruglings a- 
mongft them that could be; A ferious refervd {pecula- 
tive Prince he was, and could {ce farre and neare with- 
out Spectacles or Profpective, and as it was faid of 
one of Druinas Monarques, bee was ufed to ftand in the 


| darke to others, but he made all the world to ftand inthe light 


to bim. He would often complaine againft his Sifter of 


| Druina, in that fhe fomented the Itelians his owne na- 


turall Subjects againft him, thar thee intercepted his 
Treafure, and countenanced. her Captaines to robbe 


lhim in (olambina, and all this without provocation 


as he thought, pretending that hee had defervd other- 
wife of her, by being once the chiefeft inftrument of 
faving her life, and reftoring her to liberty, and ha- 
ving an Ambaffador refident then at her Court, 
when thefe craverfes of Enmitic happened. Hee 
was a great example of Pretigz in his kinde, 
and that in fointenfea degree, that hewas ufed to fay, 
If be knew the Princely plant which firft forung 
out of bim did but brandle or bafitat in his Re- 
ligion, bee wouldhave bis breast ripped up, and 
thofe thoughts plucked out of him, nay he would 
gather flickes him(elfe to burne him, 


The caufe of the fo earely fall of that Prince isa 
riddle to thishoure,. but onetimein a gay humour he 
wifhed.in the hearing of his Sire, hee had Elaiand's 
Crowne upon his head but onely oneday ; And this

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_| ¢xtravagant wilh (as ‘twas thought) did him no-good, 
|for not long after, he was tranfplanted into the othet 
World by an immature Fate. | 
Another Argument, or rather Monument , of the 
Pietie of this Platonique Prince,was that Worke of Won- 
der,that glorious Struéture, which with expence of 
eight Millions of Treafure,and twentie three yeares of 
Time, (he himfelfe enjoying the contentment of it 
twelve whole yeares after ic was finifhd) he caufd to 
be erected, in memorie of that famous Battaile he got 
againtt Ampelona, being then in Leoucia: And Not as 
much in honour of the day, as of the Martyr, whofe 
day it was; proportioning the Fabrique to the thape 
of that Inftrument he fuffored upon. , The Handle of 
it, makes a Magnificent Royall Palace; the Body, an 
huge Afflembly of Cloyfters; which make up a Con-| 
vent, and an Academie. And fo intentive were his - 
thoughrs upon this Piece of Pitie,thar when the long- | 
longd for tidings were poalted to him, of the mifcar-| 
tiage af the for¢-mentioned Fleet, which fayld ac firft 
with the wings af fuch confidence againft Druina ; he 
then having his eyes fixd upan a Mafon, who was fit- 
ting a Corner-Stone, he would neither aske, heare, or 
‘| teade one fyllable, untill he faw that Stone fettled. 
Such a vat Pile was never reard up by Scaffold: and

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This great Magus being feizd upon by the hand of 


Death, he fayd none fhould carry him to his owne Se- 
pulcher, meaning that mightie Monument, but him- 
felfe : Where he was no fooner come, but this huge 
Olive, which flourifhd fo long, (though fhaken with 
many fhrewd ftormes) fell, as they fay, of vermicula- 


tion, being all worme-caten within. 


The fucceeding Princely Olive,though in profound 
reaches of Policie he came thort of him, yet in Pietie he 
rather exceeded him. He relyed more upon the Spiri- 
tuall power then the Temporall , holding it che fafeft 
courle: And indeed, it was one of the Cardinall in- 


ftructions his expiring Sire left him ; and the other| 


was, that be might warre with all the world, if he were in 
peace with DRuiNa.

As much,if not moreafhance and conceit of comfort 
began to be had in them, who once were fianers, | _ 
and but yet fuppofed Saints, then in the Saviour him- 
felfe: Vowes and Orifons were made to them, thar} 
knew nothing of the heart ; and amongft fuch a 
number of pettie Deities, God was halfe forgotten. 
Dignities in Heaven, were difpofd of on Earth; and 
to one of their Moderne Saints’, that place is given, 
which Lucifer loft: And the bleffed{t of mortall 
Wights , that ever breathd the Ayre of this lower | ' 
Region , now queftionleffe the higheft Saint in the 
Celeftiall Hierarchie , began to be fo impertinently 
importund , that a great part of Divine Liturgie 
was addrefld folely to her, in fuch a way that Fhe 
ueltionleffe detefts.

mighty can neither bee circumfcribd in place, 
nor reprefentedin Pitlure, but darkely de[cribd 
by an aggregation of bis Attributes. . 


And whereas Hee being a Spirit oughtto bee fervd 
in fpirit, and chiefely with interne worlhip, and in- 
graven onely inthe Tables of the heart, moft of His 
fervice came now to bee externein fhewes and repre- 
fentations, His Temples being filled with certaine 
kindes of Antique faces and great ‘Puppets in every 
corner ; fothat Petropolis became (asa littleafter her 
firft foundation fhe was) a meere Grove of Idolls. 

Moreover the minde was caried away with 


\fuch a fond conceipt, that Heaven, and that eter- 


nall weight of glory which is referved there for the 
Bleffed might be over-merited by furplufage of works, 
Whereas there was never any proportion yet 


twixt infinity and things finite ; nor was this 


Earth ever held but an indsyvifible point, anda| 


thing of no dimenfion at all in refped of the 
Heavens , and there fhould be alwayes a kind of 


_|proportion twixt the worke and. the reward. 


Thus they thought to climbe upto Heaven, upon 
the Tree of their owne Merits, whereas they fhould 
have obferved that the Publican was bidto come downe 
she Tree, before Grace could defcend upon him. .

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After this unlucky brood of errors, there crept in 


odde Philofophieall fubtilties, and forc’d termes of} 


Art, which did much puzzle Sacred Theologie, and

though fome odde Super ftruchures have been raifd upon 
the firft ftory ; And hechat pries into her with impar- 
tiall-eyes, will find that fhee is nor{ocorrupt in her 
pofitions, as inher praétife, for many who havebeene 
,| allured by her Bookes, have beene averted againe by het 
Churches, aid the fight of her ceremonies; and antique 
formes, which in fome places are fuch, that vehereas 
Divinity fhould goe clad like a Grave Venerable Matron, 
{hee may bee faydto bee accoutred rather likea (onr-

But fome there are who doe profecute Petropolis with 
fuch a blacke irreconcileable malice, that whatfoever 
hath beene once practifed in her, though arbitrary and 


indifferent in it felfe, tending happily to decency and |

They thinke they can never fly farre enough from her, 
whereby many of them ftriving to fly from /uperfiition 
fall into flat propbaneffe, holding this hatred of Petro-

He treaty of an alliance twixt Druina and 
Elaiana, (a peece long hammered upon the As- 
vill of policy, and nationall wifdome) did now 
openly appeare and advance it felfe; ‘To 
which end the Royall Oke, to removeall blockes chat 
might lye in the way, ridde himfelfe of thofe places he 
held ia depofito of the Itelians to prevent any requeft 
or propofition that fhould happily come that way 
from Elaiana; And confidering the daily expences 
Druina was at, and the vaft fommes fhe was out upon 
them, and chat moft neceflary dependency of confer- 
vation and community of danger, that was and ftill

18 a{peciall benefit accrues thereby to Druina, for that 
nelt of bafe ravenous birds which fo much impetachd 
her commerce is pulld down, and many of her own 
plants, who languifhed in that hor{corching foylein 
moft miferable flavery, brought home.

Touching eminent or imminent danger, though there 
befome Arcans Fmperiiin every {tate, which the Sove- 
|raigne and his fages fhould onely know and not dif-| 
perfe amongft the vulgar, It was apparently vifible, | 
how the faireft-flower of Druinas diademe, the domi- 
nion of the Seas was aymd at, and liketo be pluckd 
off, was it not high time then for her co rigge her ved- 
(els, and put her felfe upon an extraordinary gard ? 

Moreover they are far wide who think Drsina can 
joyne fecurity and peace together, as long as the Olive 
with the Cedar and the Vine are up in actuall armes by 
Sca and Land hard before her, for a peace may bee 
clapd up betweene them with that fuddennefle, that 
fome of thofe forces which are now in motion may. 
inexpectedly fall upon her skirts. Touching Ampelona 
fome have eee over-heard to fay that the late invafi-
